Connected with our Green House we have Jaid out ornamental and specimen grounds 
which will at all times be free to visitors. The superintendence of this part of our busi- 
ness, being under the immediate direction of our Mr. Fahnestock, he will at all times be 
happy to wait upon those who may favor us with their calls, to exhibit whatever may be 
worthy of their attention, and to give them all desired information. Having entered with 
earnestness and zeal upon the prosecution of this department, our importations of the new 
Eyergreens, Roses, Green House Plants, &¢., have already been, and will continue to be, 
very large.

| Of Currry Tress, both Standards and Dwarfs, we have a very large supply of all of 
|| the most popular and approved kinds, which we can sell to extensive purchasers at the most 
|| reasonable rates. These trees are of remarkable thriftiness and beauty. 


A word to purchasers of Dwarf Trees, In order that they may bo trained to the entire 
| satisfaction of the buyer, whether as pyramids, espaliers, or low-standards, it is better to pro- 
|| cure them when only of one year’s growth. At this age, generally, the side branches are not 
formed, and the future symmetry of the tree is not liable to injury by the various risks of 
packing and transportation ; but when received it is in a condition to develope itself in full 
perfection, when it can be operated upon as the fancy of the amateur may direct. Trees 
of this age range from about 3 to 5 feet high, and it will be perceived that the price is 
materially less than that for older trees. 
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Our supply of Prum Trees and Pracn Trees is always kept full ; and we are careful to 
obtain, at the earliest moment, every new kind of either which promises to be desirable. 


OrnamentaL Trees for street borders and lawns, marked by the vigorous char- 
acter of the general products of our Nurseries, are extensively cultivated by us and fur- 
nished at low rates. 

Our list of Roses, and OryaMeEnTAats in general, will be found eminently worthy of at- 
tentive examination. 

Our location, in the Central City of the State, through which the Albany and Buffalo 
Rail Road, and the Erie Canal pass; and from which the Oswego Canal and Rail Road pro- 
ceed, and Plank Roads radiate in every direction; with a ready access also to the New York 
and Erie Rail Road; gives us unequalled facilities for the transmission of packages to every 
part of the country, whether distant or near. 

Our Office, Green Houses, and specimen grounds are situated on West Genesee Street, 
ten or fifteen minutes walk from the Rail Road Station and Packet Boat Landing. An om- 
nibus, starting from the Syracuse House, passes our door every hour in the day. 

The personal attention of the proprietors is strictly and closely given to the business of 
the concern, in all its various branches; and we claim for our establishment, therefore, a 
correctness in the details of its operations that may be relied on by our customers as nearly 
infallible. Our soil being prepared the year previous to planting, by thorough manuring and 
cultivation, our trees acquire thereby a rapid and sturdy growth which we take great pride 
as well as pleasure in inviting all, who feel an interest in the superior result of high culture, 
to witness. Sojourners in our city can thus perhaps agreeably dispose of a portion of their 
time; and Nurserymen and others, who may wish to purchase largely or otherwise, can 
thus acquaint themselves with the quality and prices of our productions,—sure we are, that 
in these particulars we shall offer persuasives not easily resistible. 

The usual periods for transplanting with us, are from about the middle of October to the 
first of December in the autumn; and from the last of March to the beginning of May in 
the spring. Trees forthe South and West should be forwarded in the autumn. The un- 
certainty of the time of opening, of the buds, and of the Lakes,—the one often early, the 
other often late—renders this consideration important if not imperative. 

All trees, plants, &c., sent from our Nurseries will be distinctly labelled, and safely pack- 
ed, for which the charge will be moderate; and all packages will be delivered without 
charge at the Cars or Canal, after which they are entirely at the risk of the purchaser. 
Explicit directions for marking and shipping should accompany each order. 

All orders from strangers should enclose the cash, or contain a satisfactory reference; and 
all correspondents should remember that in these days of cheap postage, the rule is to pre- 


pay. 
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Ist. Let the hole be dug from twelve to eighteen inches deep, and large enough (the 
larger the better,) to receive the roots without cramping; throw back and scatter the sub- 
soil and partially fill the hole with good surface earth, so as to fit it for the tree to stand 
about as deep as when in the nursery, 

2d. Prune off the ends of all the roots, leaving them fresh and free from bruises, and 
put the tree in the place prepared—cover the roots lightly with rich mellow earth, pour on 
water and work the tree gently up and down, alternately adding earth and water until every 
cavity is well filled. Or better, work the earth thoroughly among the roots with the hands. 

3d. Pack the earth firmly by pressing it with the foot from the cireumference of the 
hole, towards the body of the tree, then throw in one-third of a wheel-barrow load of well 
rotted manure, cover it with about two inches of earth, and press the whole well down, 
leaving it a little crowning about thetree. If planted in Autumn, the earth should be heap- 
ed from eight to twelve inches high around the body of the tree. This serves the three- 
fold purpose of supporting it in an erect position, protecting it from mice, and preserving 
the roots from the action of the frost. In the following Spring the earth should be re- 
moved. 

4th. Trim up the tree to four or five limbs, suitable to form a top, and cut each of the 
side limbs back to a bud within four or five inches of the body, leaving the central, or Jead- 
ing limb, from eight to twelve inches long. But when there are no side limbs suitable for 
this purpose, the tree should be divested of all its branches, and headed back to a height 
proper to form the top. If planted in Autumn, this pruning should be deferred until early 
in Spring; but it should by no means be neglected altogether, as nothing so much eonduces 
to the success of transplanting, and to the subsequent beanty and prosperity of the tree. 
This direction is applicable to fruit-trees of all kinds. 

5th. For an orchard, the soil before planting should be made mellow by repeated plow- 
ing,and kept constantly cultivated for several succeeding years, For this purpose, potatoes, 
beets, and other low-hoed crops, are best,as they give the trees the frequent benefit of the 
plow, the cultivator and the hoe, and leave them in the full enjoyment of the necessary sti- 
mulants of air and light. 

Precautioms---First, If the trees come to hand while the earth is too wet to 
receive them, bury their roots until the condition of the earth is more favorable. Second. 
If the roots become dry from too long exposure, place them in water and let them 
remain from 12 to 24 hours. Third. To protect them from drought, nothing is so effec- 
tual as to spread a covering of straw, loose litter, or leaves, about their roots, after the 
transplanting is completed. This keeps the earth light and moist, and renders the too often 
injurious process of watering unnecessary. It should be practiced, however, only in Spring, 
as in Autumn it would afford Jodgment for mice. Fourth. To prevent injury from these 


6|\ little depredators, stamp the snow around the bodies of all young trees several times dur- 


ing the winter. It may be done most effectually during a thaw.

APPLES. 


CATALOGUE OF FRUITS. 
| 


The increasing attention to the cultivation of fruits, and the natural emulation growing 
out of it, are working much to correct the indifference with which it has been the custom 
to treat the apple orchard, and promise to secure for it a consideration worthy of its im- 
portance as yielding, in the most bountiful profusion, the most extensively useful and most 
indispensable of all the fruits, 
The apple thrives best in a rich loam, but it will grow in almost any soil. By following 
| our “hints” on page VI, and by well manuring the orchard in the yearly cultivation of it, 
the trees will soon become well established, and give an early taste of their quality. The 
principal treatment besides this, is to prevent and destroy the pests which infest it. We 
| name a few, and the remedies. 

The Borer is found near the ground, and can be extirpated by thrusting a flexible wire 
into his hole. Wherever traces of them are discovered they should be pursued with unre- 
lenting perseverance, a virtue which hey will not fail to exercise to the final destruction of 
the tree if left unmolested. 

The Caterpilar should be attacked when its nests are first apparent in the spring, and 
before it becomes sufficiently large to destroy the young foliage. This may be done by 
the hand ; or, when out of reach, by entangling them in a brush at the end of a pole and 
crushing them under the foot. For this purpose they should be visited in the morning, 
when they will be found “in.” 

The Cankerworm is arrested by a tarred bandage bound around the body of the tree. 
In some parts of the country this pest makes sad havoc, but fortunately it is not general. 

The woolly aphis, though not yet very common, is on the increase. Its venomous punc-. 
tures of the bark and wood render it a formidable enemy to the welfare of the apple tree. 
Its presence may be detected by the appearance of a white down in the rough places of 
thetree. When discovered, its haunts should be washed with a mixture of 3-4 of an ounce 
of sulphuric acid by measure, and 7 1-2 ounces of water, taking care to get none of it on 
the clothes. The usual destroyer of insects, strong soap suds, seems not to be effectual in 
this case. 

The Blight, which frequently attacks the young limbs of the apple, pear and quince, in 
the early part of the summer, is unquestionably the work of an insect. The remedy is to 
cut off the limb several inches below where it appears to be affected, and burn it. 

' To dislodge insects, and to destroy their colonies, the loose bark should, as often as is 
necessary, be scraped off from the bodies and large limbs of the trees which should after- 
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recommends a wash made by dissolving 2 pounds of potash in 2 gallons of water. Either 
of these applications will not only destroy most insects and their eggs that will be reached || 
by it, but will wonderfully promote the growth and vigor of the tree. When this course is 
adopted once or twice yearly, the tree and its fruit will be very much exempt from insect 
abominations. Commence the practice with the planting of the orchard and they will 
never be able tomake a lodgment, and the trees will stretch out their limbs like young 
giants rising refreshed from their slumbers.

The greatly increased demand for Pear Trees has ‘ed, of late, by the production of na- 
tive seedlings, and by importations from abroad, to a large accession of new and excellent 
varieties, so that Nurserymen can now supply their customers with varied assortments, ri- 
pening in succession through the entire year. The same cause has also led to an increased 
cultivation of the Pear upon the Quince stock, in the form of Pyramids, or Dwarfs, whereby 
the natural impatience to partake of this delicious fruit can be soon indulged; these trees 
coming into free bearing by the third or fourth year. Their compact growth, enabling 
them to be planted at short distances apart, renders a large number of them available even 
to the owner of a small plot of ground; and, placed intermediately in an orchard of 
Standards standing from 20 to 30 feet apart, it will be seen that in very brief time the or- 
chard will become even profitable for market, increasing rapidly in productiveness until the 
Standards themselves come in to swell the tribute. Sagacious fruit growers are now widely 
availing themselves of this facility to increase their store. Our stock, both of the Stand- 
ards and Dwarfs, is very extensive, and the trees are of remarkable beauty and vigor. 

The Pear tree will grow in almost any soil, provided the sub-soil is not too wet; but it 
thrives best in a deep strong loam. As too luxuriant a growth may induce blight, 
a moderate top dressing of manure in the autumn is all that is necessary.— 
When the tree is assailed by the blight, the part affected should be cut off far below all 
appearance of disease. 

The insects which beset it are fewer than those of the apple, being chiefly the caterpillar, 
the bark louse, and the slug-worm. The caterpillar is to be destroyed as directed under the 
head of the apple; and the bark louse treated to a cataplasm of soft-soap, or a strong bath | 
of whale-oil soap suds. 


The slug-worm is almost peculiar to the Pear and Cherry Tree. When fully grown it is 
about half an inch long, of a dark olive green. It hatches from a small scale-like egg de- 
posited on the top of the leaf. Its numbers are often so great as entirely to denude a 
large tree of its foliage. It is easily and effectually assailable. Air slaked lime powdered 
liberally over the tree, adhering to its slimy skin, causes it speedily to roll to the ground. 
Ashes are often used but they are not so fatal.

The Cherry needs not a strong soil; indeed such a soil is often fatal to it by stimulating 
it to too luxuriant a growth, causing the tree to split, and the bark to cleave from the body. 
A sandy or gravelly loam is to be prefered. 

The many fine varieties which the Nurseries now contain are fast displacing the old and 
worthless Morellos which have been so long, and still are, cumberers of the ground in too 
many gardens and door-yards of the country. Many of the finer kinds, being rapid grow- 
| ers, and highly beautiful in their forms, are often obtained for shade and ornament, as well 
'| as for their refreshing fruit. Persons desiring them for this double purpose, will be advised 
| by us cheerfully as to the selection of kinds most appropriate.

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A heavy soil with a considerable mixture of clay is most congenial to the Plum, although 
its universal culture shows that it readily grows in any. 

The bane of the Plum Tree is the black-wart; and of its fruit, the curculio. Whenever 
the former appears, the limb affected should be cut off and burnt; or if it is too large to be 
removed, the excresence should be cut out as thoroughly as possible, and the wound 
washed with a weak solution of copperas, which, it is said, will effectually check its pro- 
gress. This disease is happily of rare occurrence in the finer varieties. 

The curculio is a small hump-backed beetle, and is the grand pest of all the smooth 
skinned fruits. It commences its operations, when the fruit has attained the size of a large 
pea, by puncturing it with its proboscis and depositing in it an egg. This soon produces 
a small white grub which eats to the centre, and causes the fruit to fall. Although many 
labor-saving devices have been resorted to to defeat its operations, yet none of them appear 
to be of universal efficacy. Troublesome and expensive scare-crows, like heaps of fresh 
manure, and brick pavements, placed around the trees; or ridiculous ones, like white rags 
and white-wash, have proved to be, in his sight, only “weak inventions of the enemy.” 
We believe Mrs. Glass’s preliminary to cooking the rabbit to be eminently essential to the 
successful terminating of his attacks,—“first catch him.” This is most effectually done by 
spreading sheets under the tree and suddenly jarring it with the hand or a mallet, when the 
creature willinstantly drop from it. Some practice is necessary at first to distinguish him 
from a dried bud, or fragment of bark, as he lies motionless and innocent upon the sheet; 
but having attained the skill, wreak your vengeance upon him. This process repeated at 
sunrise and sundown, (and if oftener, the better,) for a week or so, will effectually preserve 
your plums; and they are worth the labor.

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The prosperity of the Peach Tree requires that it should be shortened-in annually in 
| February or March. This consists merely in cutting back about half of the smaller, or 
two-thirds of the larger limbs of the last year’s growth, beginning when the tree is two 
years old, and continuing it during the life of the tree. Ofcourse the eye will direct the 
exact distance to which the limbs should be eut back, care being taken to preserve a round, 
well-balanced head. This treatment contributes not only to the long continued heathful- | 
ness and beauty of the tree, but to the superior size and Jusciousness of the fruit. Every | 
cultivator should take the pains to practice it. |

A disease called the Yellows, from the sickly appearance which it imparts to the leaf, is the 
only one to which it is liable; but it is fortunately not known in the interior of the State. 
|| This fact should be borne in mind by those wishing to make plantations. No remedy is 
| known but to remove it, root and branch, and cast it into the fire. This should be done | 
|| promptly, or its contagious nature will infect the whole orchard. 
| The Peach borer is the only insect whose attacks are formidable. It is the product of an 
| egg, deposited, during the summer, by a slender wasp-like insect in the tender bark just | 
below the surface of the ground. The egg hatches into a white grub and commences feed- — | 
| ing upon the wood next the bark, continuing its depredations through the winter, often to | 
| the fatal injury of the tree. Its presence is soon discovered by its castings, or by the exuding | 
|| of the gum from the wound, when a little cutting with a knife will expose it to sight. Search | 
should be made in Autumn and Spring witha view to its destruction. An almost certain 
protection against its attacks may be had by heaping two or three quarts of air-slaked lime 
about the body of the tree in the month of May, first removing the earth a little from the 
| surface. [9 We would by no means recommend ashes for this purpose, for wehave seen hl 
| great injury result from it, in consequence of their caustic properly being so readily soluble.

It is thus brought by the rains into active contact with the bark and destroys it. We have | 
seen eyen leached ashes produce this result. 

The Peach in this country is almost universally grown upon its own stock. We have, 
however, some most beautiful trees of our own cultivation, worked upon the Plum stock.

CURRANTS. 


This refreshing and useful fruit is every where cultivated, or rather perhaps, suffered to 
grow, no pains being taken generally to improve the appearance of the bush, or the quality 
|| of the fruit. The mode of training now most frequently recommended is to keep them in 
the form of trees, with a clean stem of one or two feet high surmounted by a round branch- 
ing head. If grown in this way, the annual shoots should be shortened-in, and the super- 
fluous limbs thinned out. This renders it ornamental and conduces to the greater size and 
excellence of the fruit. 

The Currant is much used for culinary purposes in the green or ripe state. 

Its brilliant and zest-giving jellies and jams are prepared bountifully for the exigencies 
of Thanksgiving and the Holidays by every good housewife; and they often contribute a 
grateful refreshment to the thirsty longings of the invalid. A remedy peculiarly adapted 
to the relief of sore throats is afforded by a jelly made of the Black Currant.

Besides this, it is less liable 
to be attacked by disease, insects or vermin, than any other hedge plant in our knowledge, 
and may be raised from seed as easily as peas. Itis a little wanting in thorns when young, 
but gets stiff enough to turn cattle when it has been sheared three or four years.”

Direcrions.—The preferable season for planting out bulbs is from October until the freezing of the ground. The 
depth that they should be buried varies with varieties. Hyacinths, Amarillis, and large Lilies, four inches ; Crown 
Imperials, and Narcissus, five inches; Tulips, Double Narcissus, and Jonquils, three inches ; Crocus, Gladiolus, and 
| Snowdrops, two inches; always measuring from the top of the bulb. Every other year, Hyacinths, Tulips, &c., 
| should be taken up and separated, The time is about one month after the bloom is completely gone, when the 
| plants assume a yellowish appearance. Cut off the stem within one inch of the bulb, but leave the fibres on, then 
spread them in an airy room to dry for several weeks ; after which they should be laid-away in dry sand, or wrapped 
| closely in paper, until the planting season returns.
